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That according to Sir Edward Coke, 
the members of the House of Commons 
ought to be " General Inquisitors of the 
realm, for the maintainance and execu- 
tion of the laws ; and for the redress of di- 
vers mischiefs and grievances." 

That according to the first Statute of 
Westminster, Anno S lidw. I. A.D. 1275, 
" Because elec* ions ought to be free, no 
Great Man, (haut home,) or other, by 
force of arms, nor by malice, shall disturb 
any from making, 'free election." 

That according to the celebrated declara- 
tion of King William III. for restoring the 
laws and liberties of England, article 18th, 
" All elections of Parliament men ought 
to be free, to be made with an entire li- 
berty, without any sort of force, or the 
requiring the electors to chuse such per- 
sons as shall be named to them." 

That according to the constitutional po- 
sition of the late Lord Camden, " Taxa- 
tion and Representation are inseparable-" 

And that Parliament should be of a 
continuance agreeable to the English con- 
stitution. 

Resolved, That it is a notorious fact, 
that nearly one half of the' members of the 
house of Commons are not chosen by the 
people ; it being clearly expressed in the 
records of Parliament, that evidence hav- 
ing been tendered to prove the fact at 
their bar, " That eighty-four individuals 
do by their own immediate authority send 
one hundred and fifty-seven members ; that 
one_ hundred and fifty more are returned 
by the recommendation of seventy pow- 
erful individuals ; making the total number 
of patrons only one hundred and fifty- 
four, who return in the whole to the 



house of Commons three hundred and se- 
ven members." 

That thus, by the actual state of the re- 
presentation the subject's fundamental right 
is openly violated, as great numbers are 
taxed who have no voice in the election of 
members of parliament. 

And that the present continuance of par- 
liament is of a most dangerous and uncon- 
stitutional duration. 

Resolved, That it appears to the mem- 
bers of this club, that the present corrupt 
practice of the government of this country 
differs most widely from the principles of 
its constitution. That this deviation from 
the fundamental laws of the laud, and the 
want of that identity which in this coun- 
try ought to subsist between the repre- 
sentative and the represented, are iu a 
great degree the cause of those evils under 
which this nation is suffering"; and that 
therefore a reform of the representation in 
the Commons House of Parliament is alike 
necessary to the constitutional indepen- 
dence of the crown, the liberties of the 
people, and the safety of the country. 

Resolved, That the members of the 
Hampden Club pledge themselves to use 
every exertion in county meetings and in 
all other meetings warranted by the con- 
stitution in conjunction with their country- 
men, to induce the House of Commons to 
take this important subject into their early 
and serious consideration, and to restore 
to the country her real constitution and an- 
cient laws. 

Resolved, That it is the determination 
of this club, to confine their resolutions and 
exertious strictly to the procuring a Reform 
in the representation of the people.

55> It was hoped that more extended lists would have been furnished, but for the 
present we are disappointed. Some who signed in the county of Armagh, have, on 
account of the threats of the Orangemen, declined to allow their names to be published, 
and even some withdrew their signatures, when they heard of the intention of publish- 
ing. Such timid persons deprive themselves of all merit, and the cause of all the advan- 
tages, which might have arisen from their signing, for the publication of their names 
in this country, was of far more consequence than having them affixed to the petitions 
in the houses of parliament, where they would be unnoticed, and mostly unknown. 
But the publication of names at home, is equivalent to polling the country, and 
decidedly shows to which side men incline. Those fears, however erroneous on the 
score of principle, demonstrate the disturbed state of the county of Armagh, and the 
lawless violence of the faction, who thus intimidate the peaceable inhabitants by their 
outrageous and illegal proceedings.

At a general meeting of the Dissenting 
Ministers of the three denominations re- 
siding in and about the Cities of London 
and Westminster, holden by adjourn- 
ment at the Library, in Red Cross-street, 
Tuesday, April 21 , 

The Reverend John Evans in the Chair, 
Resolved, That it is the natural right of 
all men to worship God agreeably to the 
dictates of their own consciences. 

That all human laws which serve to re- 
strict them in the exercise of this righj are 
unjust in their principle, and in their ten- 
dency and operation highly injurious to 
the best interests of religion. 

That this Body regard with deep con- 
cern the existence on the Statute Books of 
of their countryj of several laws of this de- 
scription, which, in whatever measure re- 
cuouncnded at the several periods of their 



enactment by the plea of political necessity, 
are at present, from the change that has 
taken place in the circumstances of the 
times, and the more liberal Spirit which 
prevails among all classes of the commu- 
nity, no less unwarranted by such plea, 
than they are repugnant to the principles 
of Christianity. 

That with the view of asserting their 
claim to the uurestricted freedom of di 
vine worship, and to an equal participa- 
tion, with their fellow subjects of the pri- 
vileges of the constitution, from which 
they are excluded on account of their re- 
ligious profession, a Petition be presented 
from this body, to both Houses of Parli- 
ment, praying for the repeal of every Pe- 
nal statute now in force whose operation 
extends to the province of religion.
